Turre is one consolation about the two great 
earthquakes which destroyed respectively the two 
giczt. cities of San Francisco and Valparaiso, and 
that is, that they raised no seismic waves to s of. 

This was because the earth tremors were wholly on 
land, and did not extend beneath the bed of the 
ocean, It is when this laticr eventuality happens that 


Msi terrible waves are created, causing widespread 


voc. 

For instance, it was this kind of ocean avalanche 
that engulfed Lisbon, with 60,000 of its inhabitants 
in 1765; and in 1883 a submarine earthquake started 
in the Straits of Sunda a so-called “tidal” (seismi 
wave, that travelled twice round the globe, an 
drowned 85,000 people. 

In 1891, again, a submarine earthquake threw up 
a wall of water seventy feet and more than 
three hundred miles in length, which overwhelmed 
the greater portion of the Niphon Islands. On this 
occasion 84, houses were swept away and 10,000 
people lost their lives.

Iz is a fact that many of the most famous surgeons 
and physicians of to-day wear beards and moustaches. 
It is also fact that many hundreds of local prac- 
titioners allow their lips and chin to be covered wit! 
what they term “hirsute adornments.” But is it 
healthy? “Is it safe for the patient to be visited by a 
doctor who may be carrying from the last person he 
visited the germs of some more or less virulent 
ioe be his beard? 

ical men are supposed to be the apostles of 
health and hygiene. Surely the wearing OF heals 
and moustaches is @ direct contradiction to their 
precepts. It is not that doctors can be accused in 
the slightest degree of uncleanliness, or that they 
do not take the greatest care, in most things, of pre- 
venting the spread of discase, 

It is true, of course, that the more sickness that 
prevails, the ater will be the number of their 

atients, and that the outbreak of a grievous disea.o 
in the neighhowrhoud may be a veritable gold mine 
to them. But the profession, from top to bottom, is 
a honourable one. No certificated practitioner would 
wilfully spread discase among his patients. That may 
be taken for granted. 

Thus the practice of wearing beards and mous- 
taches by many medical men is all the more astonish- 
ing. Tho danger to which such men expose their 
patients is Smiany esis, In tho big hospitals 
the skilled surgeon, ause of his high fee and his 
lack of time, usually performs so many operations 
at a time. In an hour a dozen persons, some suffer- 
ing Lars an infectious disorder, may have passed under 

nife. 

If the surgeon be a bearded man, it is impossible 
for him to avoid making a ion of disease germs. 
He may be in the habit of sterilising his beard and 
moustache, and so preventing the disease attacking 
his own system; but the process takes time. He 
would not sterilise his beard a dozen times for a 
dozen operations. 

The patient under the anmsthetic is naturally in a 
very weak condition—a ripe ground, in fact, for any 
disease germs to rapidly develop themselves and 
create a complication of disorders. Many a mr 
terious “case’’ in the hospitals has been traced « 
tually to the + eer surgeon’s beard.

It is unnecessary to enlarge upon similar instances. 
Considering tho multitude of patients a busy medical 
man visits every day, the mixed and often infectious 
nature of their ailments, and the number of surgéous 
and physicians who are not clean-shaven, it is simply 
astonishing that an Act of Parliament has not been 
passed prohibiting beards and moustaches among 
medical men. 

Such laws are in existence in other countries. In 
Alleghany, Pennsylvania, they go even further than | 
this. Every man in the town must undertake to keep his 
beard disinfected, or his “hirsute adornment” will bo 
forcibly sterilised for him. To prevent the spread of 
infectious discase the Alleghany Bvard of Hea'th 
decided to distribute a solution of bichloride of mer- 
cury to every man in the town with a beard. Those 
living in houses where there is contagious disease aro 
kept under observation by inspectors, and if they 
neglect to use the fluid, they are forcibly shown tho 
way to uso it. 

rom the point of view of medical men, a mous- 
tache acts as a microbe trap, and restrains bacteria 
from entering the nostrils and lungs. “Not only 
that,” said the distinguished surgeon to whom this 
question was put, “it filters, as it were, the air as 
it enters the nostrils. A moustache is not only a 
manly ornament, but one of Nature’s most hygienic 
provisions.” 

The matter, therefore, amounts to this: A mous- 
tache and beard may be beneficial to a nedical man, 
but a grave source of danger to his paticnts.

Who ell as Balloon Race? 


all balloons must travel at the same rate of speed 
when they are in the same atmosphere, the race will 
be obviously won by the acronaut who can contrive 
to keep his balloon in the air longer than any other 
of the competitors. 

There are few aeronauts who have managed 
to romain in the air for more than forty hours; the 
most strenuous efforts, however, are being made by 
the various competitors to rsnder a much longer stay 
in the air a possibility, and to be ready to travel 
thousands of miles without coming to earth. 

A balloon like the “City of London,” holding 
77,500 cubic feet of gas, might quite easily remain in 
the air for a week. This enormous racer, which was 
built by Messrs. Spencer & Sons, is capable of 
carrying a car load of twenty persons. 

It will, however, carry only two people, its owner 
+ = oe we Feige yee dompee Mr. Perci- 
vi meer, and the weight of eighteen passengers can 
therefore be carried in Gallast. - 

It might almost be said that the balloon which can 
carry the most ballast will win this great fight for the 
supremacy of the air, provided that it is utilised in 
the most effective manner. 

Directly a balloon ascends it is from that 
instant inclined, for various reasons, to come to earth 
again a8 soon as possible, though this inclination is, of 
course, more marked at some times than at others,

strongly on a balloon, su-idenly becomes obscured by 
& passing cloud, the bal‘oon promptly begins to
